Leaving the reservations 
momentarily aside, the effect of 
the two. directives is to nullify 
the operation of the “Buy 
American” Act In defence 
procurement. . This is possible 
under emergency powers which 
President Truman exerctsed last 
February in an. Executive Order 
saying that the Pentagon could 
walve such legislation. . 

FIRST ACTIONS 

The memoranda Issued by the 
Munitions Board and. Mr ‘Foster 
represent the first actions by the 
Defence Department to ime 
plement Mr Truman's’ directive. 
_ The “Buy American” Act, de- 
seribed by the Paley Report 
(issued by the President's 
\Matcrials Policy Commission) 
as a crelle of depression 
psychology, provides that an 
American’ bidder must get any 
Government contract over a 
foreign bidder unless = the 
American bidder's prict Is 
‘unreasonable. 

By a regulution fairly general 
through the Government Depart- 
ments, unreasonable is taken to
